IJote. The foregoing return includes all horses enumerated as kept for “ amusement or 

recreation.” The nuinber, no donbt, includes many horses used by profession^ men for 
professional purposes, but which I have not the means of distmguishing aatisfactorUy. 
The return also includes young horses between two and four years old, many of which 
were necessarily only in training, but which, on account of their breeding or promising 
appearance, were returned to the enumerators by tbe owners (many of whom were farmers 
aS dealers in horses) as intended for “amusement or recreation” when trained and it 
for sale.
